Hazardous 
Wastes To Be 
Disposed 


The towns of Andover and 
North Andover, through their 
health and fire departments, will 
coinbine resources again this 
Spring in a regional program to 
collect and dispose of household 
hazardous wastes. Residents of 
both towns will be able to drop 
off up to five gallons of liquid 
waste and/or up to five pounds of 
solid chemicals and up to ten gal- 
lons of waste oil at Merrimack 
College on Saturday, April 30, 
from 10 a.m. to 2 p.m. Last year 
more than 300 households dis- 
posed of more than 2,000 con- 
tainers of pesticides, solvents, oil 
paints, chemicals and waste oil. 

“Without this effort, these 
materials find their ways into 
the environment and constitute 
threats to our water supply and 
air quality,’ says Andover 
Health Director Everett Penney. 


North Andover Fire Chief Wil- 
liam Dolan expressed concern 
regarding the fire and safety 
hazards which the improper 
storage and disposal of these 
chemicals represents. The fir¢ 
and health departments of both 
communities see the program 
not only as providing an alterna- 
tive method of safe disposal but 
as a real opportunity to raise 
public awareness and conscious- 
ness about household hazardous 
wastes. 

The Saturday collection will 
piggyback efforts by Andover 
Recycling and town departments

chitects Hartwell and Richardson. The dor- 
mitory was named for Warren Draper, 
trustee and benefactor. 

This building was originally designed to 
have 100 student rooms, teacher apart- 
ments, music rooms, dining and receiving 
rooms. A formal circular drive was laid in 
front of Draper Hall by 1888. 

After McKeen’s death, an active memo- 
rial campaign was begun to construct a 
new classroom building which became the 
McKeen Memorial Hall, completed in 1904. 
The John-Esther Art Gallery, named after 
its donors, John and Esther Byers, was a 
1905 addition to Abbot Hall. The Merrill 
Memorial Gateway was designed by the 
firm of McKim, Mead and White in 1921 
and built as a monument to Maria Stock- 
bridge Merrill, head of the French depart- 
ment (1878-1907). The gates completed the 
“circle” by providing it with a formal en- 
trance way. 

Since Abbot Academy merged with Phil- 
lips Academy in 1973, the Abbot buildings 
have gone under-utilized. Preservation of 
these structures and the campus is threat- 
ened. As an important landmark for Town 
of Andover, the Commonwealth of Massa- 
chusetts and the nation, every effort should 
be made to promote the restoration and 
reuse of these buildings.

Instead of heading south for a tropical 
vacation, Julia M. Connolly, a senior at 
Springfield College, is spending her spring 
break eelivering groceries and helping el- 
derly residents with household chores in a 
poor Appalachian community in Pennsyl- 
vania. 

Connolly, daughter of Mr. and Mrs. 
James J. Connolly, 6 Serenity Lane, And- 
over, is one of 25 Springfield College stu- 
dents who boarded vans at sunrise March 
20 and headed to Clearfield County to spend 
a week as participants in the Young People 
Who Care Mission Program. 


1988 marks the 11th year Springfield Col- 
lege students have traveled to communities 
in Pennsylvania, West Virginia, Kentucky 
and Tennessee to help needy families who 
have fallen through the government’s safe- 
ty net of human service programs. 


Staffed by nine permanent volunteers, 
the YPWC serves Clearfield County’s dis- 
advantaged residents by providing a vari- 
ety of .social services, including 
housecleaning and home repair for the el- 
derly and transportation for the homeless 
and unemployed. Residents can buy 
needed second-hand goods at a thrift shop 
operated by the YPWC.

lhe tasks the students perform and the 
repairs they make may seem like simpl 
household chores to most people, but to the 
elderly, the assistance can mean the differ- 
ence between continuing to live at home or 
being forced to move into a nursing home,”’ 
said Fr.

The students paid their $70 room and 
board fee by holding fundraisers and 
reaching into their own pockets.

Church Presents 
Stations Of Cross 


The Rev. James A. Diamond, rector of 
Christ Church, and Earl Miller, organist 
and music director of the parish, will pre- 
sent the Stations of the Cross this Friday, 
April 1, at 7:30 p.m. in the sanctuary of 
Christ Church, Central Street. 

The Stations of the Cross, or Way of the 
Cross, began as an aid to Christian devo- 
tions around the 14th century. Christians 
had made pilgrimages to Jerusalem to 
walk through the areas where Christ was 
said to have suffered during His last 
days. A traditional route had been estab- 
lished called the Via Dolorosa. Only a few 
could actually make this journey, so the 
tracing of the way to the crucifixion was 
recreated in icons, paintings and other 
works of art. Placed throughout Europe, 
they constructed partial, scaled-down Via 
Dolorosas. One would follow the trail, 
pausing for prayer and meditation at 
stopping points or ‘‘stations.”’ 

Eventually hymns and readings were 
composed to further aid in the devotions 
and finally stations of the cross were cre- 
ated to be hung on the walls of churches. 

Traditionally, the Stations of the Cross, 
or the meditations on the stations, took 
place on Good Friday. A leader would 
read scripture and paraphrases as the lis- 
teners meditated on the story of Christ’s 
final hours. At the beginning of the cen- 
tury, particularly in France, organists 
began to create musical improvisations 
to accompany each reading, the most fa- 
mous being the improvisations of Marcel 
Dupre, later written down and published 

Miller has created a set of improvisa- 
tions for the stations. A noted internation- 
al concert artist and master of 
improvisation, his musical creations on 
the 14 readings serve to create a mood, 
musical picture and prayer.

Panelists Discuss Impact Of Study 


More On The Moral Vacuum, Ostriches In 


The notorious Substance Abuse and Social Is- 
sues Needs Assessment Study is still rearing its 
head in Andover. The study was the focal point of 
a panel discussion last Thursday at the J. Everett 
Collins Center for the Performing Arts. 

Panelists at the meeting, which attracted about 
70 people, included faculty members, students, a 
clergyman, a parent and a psychologist. 

The main issue in the report is the drinking 
problem among junior high and high school stu- 
dents, Robert King, Andover High School teach- 
er, said. But, the report also addressed other 
social concerns — teen pregnancy, suicide, sex- 
ual abuse and drug abuse. 


Panelist Howard Shaffer, Ph.D., director of the 
Center for Addiction Studies at Harvard Univer- 
sity, doesn’t believe the study is completely accu- 
rate. ‘‘Essentially what we have is a group of 
opinions,’’ he said. But, Shaffer says, the dis- 
cussion from the study is useful and should be 
continued. 

According to Shaffer, Andover’s statistics are 
much lower than the national figures stated in the 
report. However, he agrees with Ruby Easton, 
head guidance counselor at Andover High, _ 


says that even if one child abuses a substance 
there is a problem 
While noting the report’s bad _ publicity, 


guidance counselor Mike Marcoux also praised 
the community for recognizing and dealing with 
its problems. 

Easton says she'd like to scratch the general- 
ized phrases that have resulted from the report, 


A Quiet Day At The Polls

In a day of few political surprises, the 
only real u upset in Monday’s Andover town 
election was the underwhelming number 
of voters who fou ind their way to the ballot 
box 

About 21 percent of Andover registered 
voters went to a neighborhood precinct on 
a mild, balmy day that saw the incum- 
bents, Selectman Gail Ralston and Mod- 
erator James Doherty, elected by large 
margins while new Selectman James 
Barenboim edged fellow challenger 
George Danneman by 41 votes. 

The 3,417 citizens who voted did man- 
age to beat last year’s total by a few hun- 
dred votes, but in an election that 
featured taut, controversial issues and 
several candidates, much higher voter

such as ‘‘moral vacuum”’ and 
move ahead constructively. 

Easton suggested ways to tackle the drinking 
problem. One tactic is adult peer pressure, such 
as phone chains — communication between par- 
ents about school sponsored programs like Thurs- 
day’s panel discussion — and not serving alcohol 
to minors. Another method is to provide additio- 
nal constructive, non-alcoholic activities. 

According to Police Chiet James Johnson, 
there is a drinking problem in Andover, but it is 
no better or worse than in other communities. He 
says the students have been cooperative. They 
have organized groups such as Students Against 
Drunk Driving (SADD) and Assessment, Support 
and Knowledge (ASK). 

Johnson believes its a problem everyone has to 
work on. ‘‘It’s not a police department problem; 
it’s not a school department problem; it’s a com- 
munity problem,” he said. 

Senior Ramsey Lynch agrees. He says too 
much blame has been put on different groups. 
According to Lynch, people should look within 
themselves and unite Andover as a community to 
solve the problem. He quoted John F’. Kennedy to 


“apathy,” and 


support his view: ‘‘Ask not what your country 
can do for you, but what you can do for your cou 
try.” 

Peer pressure is often cited as the root of drink 
ing among youths. Senior Kellyann MacLean, 


disagrees. She says the pressures of growing up 
are the key to teenage drinking. MacLean says

expectations must be addressed when dealing 
with the drinking problem. 

Sponsoring more youth activities is a common 
answer to the problem. Students don’t think this 
is the sure-fire answer. Junior Jennifer Chunias 
says more activities won’t solve the problem.

The wallpaper from the man- 
sion built for him in 1768 Marble- 
head is getting some decidedly 
20th-century attention. 

Mounted on big boards on the 
second floor of the Northeast Doc- 
ument Conservation Center on 
School Street, the first of two sets 
of wallpaper has been touched up 
and re-backed with linen and Jap- 
anese paper before it’s returned 
to Marblehead. 

Why all the fuss? This is no or- 
dinary wallpaper. It’s more like 
art work, really, than a covering 
for a wall. In fact, they were prob- 
ably hand-painted by an artist 
specifically for the walls in the 
colonel’s house.

The paper shop has huge sinks the 
conservators fill with filtered wa- 
ter to lift the dirt and residue 
from paper. ‘It’s surprising how 
much is washable,’ Tracy said.

Tracy said, was made from high- 
grade linens; rag was used next; 
then, after 1860, papermakers 
used wood pulp, and the quality of 
their paper went downhill. 

Paper made after 1860 contains 
acids that eat it away with time. 
Upstairs in the _ bookbindery, 
Mary Wootton has just finished 
work on a 1920 Russian pamphlet 
circulated after the execution of 
Czar Nicholas II. ‘It might be in 
better condition if it had been 
printed a hundred years before,”’ 
Wootton said. 

The amazing thing, Tracy said, 
is that it’s survived this long. 
“They (the printers) probably 
didn’t think it would last,’’ she 
said. ‘It was a pamphlet, like a 
newspaper, so they probably used 
very poor quality paper.”’ 

Publishers today use varying 
qualities of paper, Tracy said. 
Making the switch to acid-free pa- 
per, which doesn’t age as ungra- 
cefully as most of the paper used 
today, would be expensive — at 
first. The new equipment would 
cost a lot, Tracy said, but the ac- 
tual papermaking process would 
cost the same. It would also be 
environmentally safer, she said 

At the same time, it would cure 
a lot of headaches for book collec-

The Best Alternative 


The Phillips Academy proposal to renovate and convert buildings 
on the former Abbot Academy campus would seem to be the best 
use of the property. 

The buildings and grounds have virtually been idle since Abbot 
merged with Phillips Academy in 1973. The merger with the boys 
school closed down the private girls academy run at the School 
street site since 1829. 

There have been some suggested uses for the historic property 
since, but each have met with opposition. 

One of the best was the proposal by an Ohio firm to convert the 
campus to a Life-Care facility, a development in which residents 
own property and are afforded health care when and if necessary. 

The matter was defeated at town meeting in part due to strong 
neighborhood opposition and also due to an attitude on the part of 
the academy which was an inherent feeling that the town would 
favor anything they proposed. 

There was talk of a conference center on the site after that, but 
formal development of such a project never really materialized. 

What the academy has come up with now, however, indicates a 
definite concern on the part of the academy to maintain the Abbot 
Campus in its present state and develop some housing and 
office facilities. 

In order to show the town its interest in being a responsible mem- 
ber of the community, Phillips administrators have scaled down 
their original plans to answer neighborhood and town concerns. 

The article will be amended at town meeting to provide that the 
residential units will be 3,500 square feet rather than 2,000. Ther« 
will be no additi buildings, except to meet har ndicapped or 
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safety related requirements and off-street parking will be limited. 

While neighbors may still have qualms about the proposed devel- 
opment, it seems proper for the town as a whole to allow the acade- 
my to go forward with this project. 

It does not seem that the multi-family housing proposed for what 
was once a dormitory will cause any severe increased traffic im- 
pact. 

The number of people occupying the residential units will proba- 
bly be equal to the student population when it was a private girls 
academy. 

Failure to win approval of this proposal would probably result in 
the academy either developing the property with single-family 
homes or selling the acreage to a private developer to do the same. 

Such a move would remove valuable historic property from our 
midst, including Maple Walk, a pathway through the campus en- 
joyed by many and lending beauty to the campus. 

There are those who feel that the academy should use some of its 
endowment money to renovate and retain the buildings for their 
own use. 

The endowment funds were given the school to advance educatio- 
nal causes, thus the academy should have the freedom to finance 
the renovation and conversion of the Abbot property through the 
development of single family units. 

For all these reasons, it is highly recommended that the Abbot 
campus be saved and retained as an historic part of Andover. The 
academy plan would seem to be the most unobtrusive alternative 
and their cooperative attitude and concern for the town should be 
supported at town meeting

To The Editor Of The TOWNSMAN: 


We live at 11 Abbot St., directly 
across from the proposed Philips 
Academy 55-unit commercial apart- 
ment and office building complex. 

At the beginning of this proposed 
venture by Phillips Academy, I was 
not sure whether I would support it. 
I felt more in favor of it than anythi- 
ing else. But, as I began to listen to 
many different people explain over a 
period of time the real implications 
of the situation, I became more 
aware of the full scope of the prob- 
lem before us. As a result of this, I 
have become an advocate of the 
maintenance and preservation of 
Andover’s residential neighborhoods 
and a staunch opponent of Article 
101 on this year’s Town Meeting 
Warrant. I believe our neighbor- 
hoods should be developed in the 
ways that Andover residents want 
them to be, rather than have 
changes of zoning bylaws and prop- 
erty usage thrust upon us. I say this 
not only with regard to my own 
neighborhood, but also regarding ev- 
ery neighborhood in Andover, 
whether it be West Andover, 
Shawsheen, the South School area, 
Ballardvale or wherever. 

I truly believe that the residents of 
our single residence neighborhoods 
are more in touch with their needs 
than the people who presently sit on 
the town planning board. The latter 
seem to take an attitude of telling us 
what we think without bothering to 
first ask us. There is no way that any 
of us as responsible residents of 
Andover should vote for any town 
meeting article proposing a zoning 
bylaw change until we have a well 
researched, viable, written town 
master plan that a majority of us as 
citizens and residents have voted in 
favor of 

And I am really getting tired of 
Phillips Academy’s ‘‘Save Abbot”’ 
campaign. Save Abbot from whom? 
From what I’ve learned, Phillips 
Academy is the only Andover prop- 
erty owner that has ever threatened 
to tear down Draper Hall. if Phillips 
Academy truly wished to save this 
and other buildings in the Abbot 
campus, they could have done so 
over the last 15 years and could still 
do so now within the present zoning 
bylaws. 


My wife and I love Andover. We 
love the historical residential] area in 
which we live.

cause my wife was legally blind and 
we needed to be close to town. The 
home we purchased not only was 
considerably more expensive than 
the one we left, but it also was in 
need of much work. We made a tre- 
mendous commitment to leave our 
old friends and a_ seven-year-old 
house to move into a 138-year-old 
historic home. We bought on Abbot 
Street because the area was near 
town and the neighbors here are 
good people, too. If Article 101 is 
passed, this neighborhood would 
look and feel very different. This 
neighborhood would not be the one 
into which we moved. An adult tran- 
sient population would be introduced 
and our property value would go 
down. I don’t think this is fair. 

I’m asking the citizens of Andover 
to protect your neighborhoods 
against the infringement of big cor- 
porations and politicians who, for 
reasons known only to them, want to 
increase the population density in 
town. Vote ‘“‘No’’ to changing our 
zoning bylaws without a master plan 
we have first approved. I am op- 
posed to the detrimental rezoning of 
our residential neighborhod and I 
am opposed to outside commercial 
developers who continue to look for 
other opportunities to erode all the 
residential neighborhoods of And- 
over. The time has come to say ‘‘no 
more.’’ Vote ‘‘No’’ on Article 101 at 
this year’s Town Meeting.

While I would like to attend the 
Housing Partnership meetings, it is 
not possible for me to do so. I do not 
have cable, so I am unable to watch 
the proceedings on T.V. 

I understand that there will be 
several articles on the warrant for 
the 1988 Town Meeting dealing with 
the Champy project. One, I am told, 
requires that the plans for the pro- 
ject be submitted to Town Meeting 
for approval. I certainly hope the 
peopie of the town will support this 
article so that we will be g ven the 
opportunity to ratify what will be 
done 1n our name. If it is good, it wiil 
five us the opportunity to say so; 
and, if it is not good, we will have the 
opportunity to say that also. It was 
the will of the Town Meeting that 
gave birth to Champy/Shetland; let 
the will of the Town Meeting decide 
its future. 

It is my understanding that this 
procedure was followed in the town 
of Lincoln, a nighly praised devel- 


opment. If it worked for them, why 
not for us? If the Housing Part- 
nership is proud of what they want to 
develop on the site, they should have 
no problem with letting the proposal 
go before Town Meeting. 

If the town is reluctant to wait un- 
til 1989 Town Meeting, why not have 
a special town meeting? The $2,000 
cost would be a small price to pay to 
avoid a bad project, if that should be 
the case, and I am certainly not say- 
ing that it will be. 

In closing, all I ask is that the 
neighbors and people of the town be 
given the chance to approve some- 
thing that will affect us all for many 
years to come.

First let me make it quite clear 
that I am in favor of the historical 
preservation of Draper Hall on the 
Abbot-Phillips campus, but I am not 
in favor of 55 commercial apart- 
ments and a 200-car parking lot 
going in the old Abbot campus. 
These are two separate issues. 

Next, the issue that concerns me 
most is traffic density and safety, 
especifically the safety of our chil- 
dren. Currently the South, Bancroft 
and Shawsheen (two session) 
schools have bus stops on Abbot and 
Abbot and Phillips corner. There are 
no sidewalks and these streets are 
poorly lit. In addition, Phillips Street 
is very narrow and dark; when driv- 
ing up Phillips Street in the winter 
you have to be very careful and on 
the lookout for Phillips’ students 
walking in the street. During a 
snowstorm, it is best to avoid Phil- 
lips Street altogether, if you can. 
Having this much traffic exit on to 
Phillips Street is a dangerous situa- 
tion. We are talking about traffic 
density equal to Main Street in a res- 
idential area without, for the most 
part, sidewalks and with poorly lit 
narrow streets, onto which a lot of 
elementary school students will be 
getting on and off the school bus 
Bear in mind that this parking lot of 
200 cars would be much larger than 
the present town parking lot on Main 
Street

To The Editor Of The TOWNSMAN: 


as residents of Abbot Street, we 
are enthusiastically in favor of Arti- 
cle 101 to preserve and renovate the 
Abbot campus facilities. As we view 
available options, we can either note 
“Yes” for approval of Article 101 
and visually preserve the Abbot 
campus essentially as we now have 
it with its grand, historic buildings 
and 12 priceless acres of open space 
and century-old maple trees. Or, we 
can vote ‘“‘No’’ and condemn these 
three buildings and acres of trees. In 
their place we could have single 
family residences—34 of them. Fif- 
ty-five apartments with clustered, 
controlled facilities and parking or 
34 (which we feel would greatly in- 
crease the traffic on Abbot Sreet).

Three sepa- 
rate approvals are necessary; actu- 
ally four, counting town meeting 2/3 
vote, is needed for approval of Arti- 
cle 101 for the Abbot Circle program 
to develp as proposed. 


Phillips Academy has _ already 
pledged to preserve the visual exte- 
rior of the.three Abbot Circle build- 
ings while upgrading their interiors 
to meet public health and safety re- 
quirements. 

With open public land disappear- 
ing at an alarming rate, we find it 
encouraging of Phillips Academy to 
guarantee the preservation of the 12 
acres of Maple Walk. 


Although the Abbot campus has 
not been active since 1973, its use at 
that time, with an enrollment of up 
to 300 students, represented consid- 
erable traffic.

A Dangerous 
Precedent 


lo The Editor Of The TOWNSMAN: 


] have grave concerns regarding 
Article 101 on this year’s Town Meet- 
ing Warant. 

Article 101 seeks to change And- 
over’s zoning bylaws to allow build- 
ings of 50,000 or more square feet in 
Single Residence B zones to be con- 
verted into multifamily dwellings. 
\rticle 101 should not be regarded as 
an innocuous or isolated zoning by- 
law change affecting a single neigh- 
borhood. This, proposed zoning 
‘hange sets a dangerous precedent 
that will be far-reaching, extending 
to all our neighborhoods town-wide. 
In weakening or zoning bylaws and 
illowing an exception to a single 
special interest or property owner, 
we are making it that much easier 
for other special interest groups to 
come forth with their proposals for 
future zoning changes. Gradually, 
over time, our zoning code will be 
eroded and we will be left with an 
ineffectural system for protecting 
our town and neighborhoods from 


developers seeking profit at our ex- 
pense. 

Article 101 should force each of us 
to weigh the long-range implications 
of changes to our town zoning code. 
In so doing, we are compelled to as- 
sess the town in which we live. Do 
we want Andover to continue to be a 
town? What steps can we take to en- 
sure this? Or are we prepared to let 
Andover become a city? 

In an article that appeared in the 
March 27, 1988, Lawrence Eagle-Tri- 
bune, the paper attributed the fol- 
lowing quote to Andover Selectman 
William Dalton, ‘‘Andover is more a 
city than town; it has a small city 
flavor.’’ I vehemently disagree. The 
“urbanization of Andover’’ does not 
need to be. Andover is still a town, it 
still has considerable charm and 
there’s no reason we have to accept 
anything less. Rather than be fatal- 
istically negative, we should be un- 
relenting in our efforts to make it 
better. Other beautiful New England 
towns such as Concord, MA, have 
with vigor and integrity defended 
their town zoning bylaws, which 
work for the benefit of both present 
and future generations. 

Many of the proposals originating 
from our town planning board in re- 
cent years (such as the multifamily 
overlay district and the expansion of 
the central business district issues, 
as well as this year’s Article 101) 
have shown an alarming lack of 
knowledge of what the people of 
Andover really want for the future of 
the town of Andover. The multifami 
ly overlay district and central busi- 
ness district expansion ideas, of 
course, were defeated at Town Meet- 
ing. Article 101 must be defeated as 
well. 


In voting ‘‘Yes”’ or ‘‘No”’ to Article 
101 at next week’s Town Meeting, 
every Andover resident will be send- 
ing a message loud and clear to town 
planners, developers and fellow resi- 
dents about the future direction we 
want for our town. 

If we approve Article 101, enabling 
Phillips Academy to convert the Ab- 
bot Academy campus to 99 commer- 
cial apartments with office space for 
businesses in two other buildings, we 
are, in effect, saying ‘“‘Yes’’ to the 
intrusion of commercial ventures 
into residential neighborhoods and 
‘Yes”’ to the disruption of the char- 
acter and harmony of our neighbor- 
hoods as we have known them. 


A ‘‘No”’ vote on Article 101 sends a 
strong message that we want strong 
zoning to protect and preserve our 
residential! neighborhoods and that 
we will no longer permit special in- 
terest groups to tamper with our 
zoning bylaws in order to fulfill their 
individual and isolated agendas. 

We should not approve any article 
advocating a zoning bylaw change 
until we have a town master plan 
that we as residents can live with. I 
urge my fellow Andover residents to 
vote ‘“‘No’’ on Article 101 at next 
week’s Town Meeting.

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Differences In Policy 


To The Editor Of The TOWNSMAN: 


In a recent meeting of the Plan- 
ning Board, where the people of 
Andover could discuss the proposal 
to modify the zoning bylaws to allow 
a 95d-unit commercial apartment 
building in a residential neighbor- 
hod, there was a very interesting 
statement made by Nancy Jeton, 
our town planner. 

What she said was that it was the 
‘Policy of the Town of Andover’’ to 
have a ‘‘more diversified housing 
stock,’’ especially around ‘‘the cen- 
tral business district.” 

I was personally interested in this 
comment as I live in a single-family 
residential neighborhood less than 
ten houses from the central business 
district. Did this mean that there 
was an overt plan and direction to 
change my neighborhood from sin- 
glefamly to multifamily dwellings? 

There were certainly several data 
points that indicated that there was 
an effort to convert our neighbor- 
hoods around the central business 
district to multifamily dwellings. 
First, there was the effort by the 
town planning board two years ago, 
I belive, to create the multifamily 
overlay district around the central 
business district, which did not pass 
town meeting. Second, our town 
planner stated that the town policy 
was to have more diversified hous- 
ing stock around the central busi- 
district. Third, Neil Cullen 
spokesperson for Phillips Academy, 
stated in a meeting that their pri- 
vate zoning bylaw article, which 
would allow a 50-unit commercial 
apartment, building in a residential 
neighborhood, was ‘‘written by Nan- 
cy Jeton,”’ our townplanner. 

At the last Board of Selectmen 
meeting, I asked them if it was the 
policy of the Town of Andover to 
have a more diversified housing 
stock around the central business 
district. What I was told was that it 
was not. Further, one selectman 
stated that he did not like the term 
‘‘diversified housing stock’’ and pre- 
ferred the term ‘‘affordable 
ing’’ and that they wanted this 
anywhere in town, not just around 
the central business district. 

What I find especially ominous 
here is the major difference of opin- 
ion between our town planner and 
the Board of Selectmen as to what 
our official planning policy is for the 
Town of Andover 

How could this be? 


What this points out to me is that 
we need to have a clear set of goals 
established for the Town of Andover 
that is voted on and approved by the 
townspeople, either at Town Meeting 
or in one of our local elections. This 
in turn should define the direction 
we should go in as a town. Everyone 
working for the town should under- 
stand this direction and the policies 
that stem from it and all work to- 
gether to make it happen. We then 
need an updated master plan that 
shows us how to get to this point 

Until we have all of that, I serious-

We need to have some consistent 
idea of what our direction, goals and 
policies are so that things can be 
done in a well-planned and profes- 
sional manner.

Geiger Leads Auburn 
To NCAA Regionals

Former Andover resident Matt Geiger has just 
completed a storybook freshman season with the Au- 
burn University varsity basketball team. 

Coach Sonny Smith’s Tigers went to the second 
round of the prestigious NCAA Division 1 tourna- 
ment, finishing the regular season with a 19-10 record 
and beating Bradley 90-86 in the opening round of the 
Southeast Regional portion of the tourney at the Omni 
in Atlanta. 

Auburn and Geiger’s season came to a close in the 
regional quarterfinals, round-of-32 overall, when 
high-powered Oklahoma raced to a 107-87 triumph 
last Saturday. 

Matthew Allen Geiger, a former resident of Waba- 
naki Way, played in several local town basketball 
leagues as a youngster before his parents, Richard 
and Kay, moved to Clearwater, Fla., six years ago. 

Officially listed as 6’ 11,’”’ although his mom says 
he’s a 7-footer, Matt became a highly-recruited (Min- 
nesota, Florida State, Florida, etc.) All-State stand- 
out at Countryside High School in Clearwater where 
he averaged 15.3 points, 8.2 rebounds, 2.3 blocks per 
game and shot 58 percent from the floor as a senior to 
lead the team to a 27-6 record. Geiger, who grew six 
inches between his junior and senior years, also aver- 

-d 9.6 points and 6.9 boards as a junior 

Matt was nominated for the McDonald’s All-Ameri 
can team as a senior and gained invaluable experl- 
ence by playing for two Florida AAU squads last 
summer 

This was supposed to be a year of observation, un- 
derstudy and occasional play at Auburn for the 210- 
pounder, but when senior no. 1 center Jeff Moore suf- 
fered an early-season injury (broken left hand), 
Geiger stepped in as a starter and performed admi- 
rably in the post position for six weeks. From the 
beginning he had been the only freshman playing ev- 
ery game and he quickly became a crowd favorite 

In his collegiate debut last November 27 against 
South Alabama, Geiger hit 4-of-6 from the floor en 
route to a nine-point, six-rebound performance in just 
12 minutes 

But the starter’s role added a tremendous amount 
f pressure. At the time coach Smith noted, ‘‘This is 
the age of the big man in college basketball and it 
was only natural for our fans to get keyed up when we 
signed Matt Geiger. But, I had hoped I wouldn’t have 
to throw him to the wolves so soon.” 

As a starter, 18-year-old Matt manned the pivot for 
big upset victories over then-top ranked and unde- 
feated Kentucky (93-52) and tourney qualifier Florida 
72-67) with ESPN cameras catching all the action 
[he Florida victory before family and friends was 
particularly satisfying to Matt who originally listed 
that school as his top choice before coach Norm Sloar 


began stocking up heavily on all freshman. He had 
eight points and eight rebounds, including ani artistic 
ip that snapped a 52-02 tie and put the Tigers

As an Auburn first-stringer, Geiger averaged 10.2 
points and 5.2 rebounds, scoring win digits in six So- 
theastern conference games, including a personal- 
high 22 against Tennessee on 9-for-14 shooting from 
the floor and 4-for-5 from the line. 

He had 13 points and a personal-high 9 rebounds 
against LSU, 13 against Vanderbilt, 13 against 
Georgia, 10 against Mississippi and 10 vs. Alabama. 

Moore came back in Auburn’s 2lst game and 
helped spark the Tigers to the NCAAs with seven vic- 
tories in their last nine regular-season games. 

Matt welcomed Moore’s return and said, “It’s 
great to have him back. Not only is Jeff a great 
scorer and rebounder, but he’s also a fine leader. 
Ther’s no substitute for experience. Jeff’s return may 
cost me a starting job, but that’s not what’s impor- 
tant. All I want to do is win. I'll do whatever it takes. 
I’ve had a lot of fun this season and I still want to be 
playing in late March.” 

Geiger was switched to forward and used in front- 
line and serve roles the rest of the year, finishing 
with overall averages of 7.5 points and 4.3 rebounds. 
He ranked among the SEC leaders in fieldgoal per- 
centage, hitting just over 50 percent from the floor. 

In the NCAA tournament, Geiger netted three 
points against Bradley and a pair of free throws 
against Oklahoma 

The Auburn press guide has this to say about Matt 

He’s a top-flight shooter with a nice turnaround shot 
down low. Runs the floor extremely well for a player 
his size. He’s made strides as a defender, especially 
as a shot blocker. 

‘‘Must gain additional weight and strength to come 
an inside force. Ranks as the second tallest player 
ever to wear an Auburn uniform behind 7-footer Er- 
nie Magri (1972-73).”’ 

Said coach Smith in the same publication: *‘We've 
staked a lot of our future on Matt Geiger. He could 
become a real force inside with added weight and 
strength. He knows he must get stronger and he’s 
willing to work at it. In fact, he has great work ethic 
and he’s eager to learn. He has an excellent shooting 
touch for a big man and he can catch the ball in the 
block.”’ 

Geiger drew almost immediate interest from news- 
paper reporters upon his arrival at Auburn. The 
Tampa Tribune did a feature story on him just before 
Christmas and one thing he had to say to the writer at 
that time was, ‘It’s really exciting knowing we play 
Kentucky, Florida and Georgia in a row and that 
we’re going to be on national televison. It’s a real big 
challenge. It make you play harder. You hear people 


you don’t even know up in the stands, calling your 


name. I love it.”’

The NEDCC bookbindery handles 
anything that is bound. Books can be 
completely disbound and washed 
page by page. Their bindings can 
also be treated. Sometimes, the con- 
servators will put each page in a 
polyester film encasing. A less dras- 
tic measure to stabilize a book is to 
put it in a special box. 

Wootton said some of the books 
that come through the center’s doors 
are in such bad shape that you can 
hardly turn a page without breaking 
it

An army of bookbinding tools 
hangs on a wall in the bindery. The 
ones that look like pizza cutters are 
used to decorate bindings in 23-karat 
gold. Next to the tools is a case of 
metal lettersthe conservators place 
one by one to spell out the title of a 
book on its binding. 

‘‘What’s time consuming is the let- 
ter spacing,’’ says Wootton, holding 
up a brass sliver that represents the 
space between two letters. ‘You 
have to get the right amount; and if 
you don’t, you have to try it again. 

The old-fashioned looks of the cen- 
ter’s bookbindery and paper shop 
are in sharp contrast to the top floor, 
where all the microfilming is done. 
There, “‘Your mama don't dance 


and your daddy don’t rock ’n’ roll’ is 
coming out of an invisible radio as 
the six microfilmers work to pre- 
serve information for generations of 
researchers 


Microfilm is a whole different ap- 
proach to conservation,’ Tracy said 
Sometimes the contents of a DOOK 
are as important as the book itself 
But if you’ve got this wonderful old 
book, you may not want 20 research- 
ers a day thumbing through the 
pages, spilling coffee on them. Often 
(microfilming) is done in conjunc- 
tion with something being done in 
the bindery. 

“The archival quality of the film 
the center uses) should last for the 
foreseeable future.’’ The center can 
store the film underground in per- 
fect environmental conditions. Cop- 
ies go the client, who can then make 
the information available 

to a lot of people. 

Researchers aren’t the only ones 
who learn something from the works 
the conservation center saves. The 
conservators get a lesson or two 
themselves. 

‘‘We get into geography, history,” 
said Gary Albright, bending over an 
1829 blueprint of Phillips Academy 
grounds. ‘‘I don’t think it was ever 
built,’’ said Albright, pointing to vi- 
sions of sheep pastures and tobog- 
gan Slides. 

Of 40 employees at NEDCC, 19 are 
conservators, with advanced de- 
grees in conservation or art.They 
have gone through internship pro- 
grams at the center or ones like it 
Grants help pay the salaries of ad- 
vanced interns who are learning 
their trade at NEDCC. ‘‘So much is 
experience to know how something 
should be treated,”’ Tracy said.

Gail Ralston, who won re-election 
to her selectman’s seat in a land- 
slide, was one of four selectmen who 
voted for an additional 15 percent 
land tax for Andover commercial 
and industrial concerns.

Another issue Barenboim said he 
tried to get across during the cam- 
paign was ‘Fairness. What I stand 
for is fairness. I think people realize 
when I say fairness, I mean across 
the board.” 

Barenboim isn’t sure where exact- 
ly the 41 votes that stood between 
him and Danneman came from. But 
he did say that his opponent ran 
‘well, considering he has only lived 
in town three or four years. My hat’s 
off to him.” 


Danneman declined to comment 
on the election, saying only that he 
would release a statement in the 
near future. 

Spiegel, who received a respect- 
able 915 vote total, was ‘‘disap- 
pointed about losing. That’s a 
given,”’ he said. 

Spiegel said he decided to run be- 
cause he perceived ‘‘too much alien- 
ation between town hall and the 
community. I wanted to bring people 
together. 

“T really could have made a con- 
tribution to the town as a selectman, 
although I can still, and will, con- 
tribute as a volunteer,’’ said Spiegel.
